Industries, namely, the steel structurals and railway rolling stock Industries; 

And whereas it has come to the notice of the Central Government that the 
volume of production of the articles manufactured in the said factory had been 
gradually going down and the production has now come to a standstill consequent 
upon the closure of the said factory by the management; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that it is expedient to 
take urgent measures to remedy the situation arising out of the closure of the 
said factory and to ensure that production in the said scheduled Industries does 
not suffer to the detriment of the public interest; 

Now, therefore, In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 15 of the 
Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (66 of 1951), the Central 
Government hereby appoints for the purpose of making a full and complete 
investigation into the circumstances of the case, a body of persons consisting of;
